Dear Friend: 

You may remember that for some two decades we conducted an American Seminar 
that visited the principal countries of Europe. We made a first-hand study 
of political, economic and religious conditions in that continent, returning 
to present the needs of Europe to our people in America. We invited the 
fifty persons who could best accomplish this purpose by speaking and writing; 
chiefly educators and ministers, with a few editors, senators, etc. After 
World War II broke out, we had to drop the Seminar for a decade. 

It was the conviction of J. J. Mallon, Warden of Toynbee Hall, who annually 
prepared our amazing programs in England—where we heard from the Prime 
Minister, Members of the Cabinet and Commons, and other leading men in 
Britain--that the Seminar should be resumed, especially for the relations 
of Britain and America, Accordingly, I have resolved to begin the Seminar 
again and to conduct it for one year, hoping in the meantime to find a man 
who can permanently conduct the Seminar. 

We shall take a carefully selected, invited group of fifty persons who write 
and speak and who will present the needs of Europe and the message of Europe 
to America. We expect to sail on the Cunard-White Star SS QUEEN MARY from 
New York on June 23, 1950, returning from Cherbourg August 8, arriving in 
New York August 13, 1950. Estimated costs and plans are indicated in the 
enclosed circular. 

Can you tell me whether you would wish to join the Seminar for 1950? All 
applications should be accompanied by a deposit of $100, which will be repaid 
if the applicant is not included in the party.

Dear Kirby: 

I share the regret which I know you have felt when you sent 
out your postals stating that the Asilomar plan for this August had 
to be called off. 

I had been unable to know whether I could attend because of 
the involvement of the summer program in connection with ny new position 
here 0 I have only a month's vacation and may have to take that in July 
rather than in August. It will be some tine before I know, but, remem¬ 
bering the stimulating experience which I and my family had when we 
attended your Retreat in Estes Park in the summer of 1938, I had known 
that I would be benefited if I could get to this contemplated one and 
I had surely hoped that such persons as would assemble there would go 
through the kind of venture which you are capable of giving them. 

I imagine that many others have been faced with the same 
kinds of uncertainty as to their summer plans, and I recall that most 
of the people who in 1938 expected to stay through the Estes Park 
three weeks either dropped out at the last minute or looked in only 
briefly. Conditions are even more upset at the present time. Obviously 
then you could not take on the risk of guaranteeing Asilomar accommoda¬ 
tion, particularly when the rate was placed so high. This appears to 
be one of those unfortunate outcomes all too common in the present 
period. You are constantly willing and anxious to give your friends 
much more than they themselves can always appreciate. I am sure that 
they do not mean to let you down, but not all are as thoroughly committed 
to the question as you are. Even though Asilomar has not materialized, 

I hope that you can find some way of making your summer mean as much 
as possible for you and others. 

I was pleased sometime ago to accept an invitation to become 
personally a sponsor of your Vermont Square meetings. Unfortunatly 
even at that time I had taken engagements for the three of the four 
same nights at other places so I cannot come around most of the time, 
but I am glad that there seems to be a serious concern over these meetings 
and I trust that they fulfill the hopes of all of us.

SUMMARY OF DISCUSSION ON F.O.R. POLICY AT NATIONAL COUNCIL MW fffll, iq.iq«;o 

Caleb Foote ; The situation in the peace movement in the United States today is 
deplorable. Membership is probably no larger than in 1941 when I 
first came on the F.O.R, staff. Nearly all organizations have budget problems. 

The same situation seems to prevail in Britain, where Dennis Hall’s recent book on 
conscientious objection points out that in 1939 2$ of all men called up were con¬ 
scientious objeotors, whereas today this has dropped to l/5 of 1$. Undoubtedly, 
such factors as the post-war disillusionment figure in this situation, but this is 
not the entire cause of what has happened to F.O.R. People may he apathetic or 
cynical, but they are also hungry and v/e are not feeding them, 

a. The Council is too much a rubber stamp for decisions already made by the 
staff. It may be that policy should largely be made by people who know the most 
about it; but certainly there is a problem here which ought to be seriously studied. 
It may have something to do with unsatisfactory attendance at Council meetings, 

h. Almost never do we look at the total structure and program of F.O.R., and 
getting reports from various secretaries about various departments of the work is 
no substitute for this. 


c. The question of what program items we ought to concentrate on arises. The 
staff cannot possibly do all the things that we put on the program at Council meet¬ 
ings. I suggest, for example, that we ought to give the Literature Department an 
"energy'* budget which might instruct them to devote 40$ of money and energy to pro¬ 
viding literature for non-pacifists, in v?hich we are woefully lacking, 

d. There is a question as to whether we devote too much of our time attending 
committee meetings of our own and Other organizations, and to the effort to in¬ 
fluence leaders of other movements. History seems to me to disprove the theory 
that if we can revolutionize the leaders we can revolutionize their constituency; 
it is the other way around. We get no adequate response from church leaders, for 
example, because they know perfectly well that 90$ of their constituency is non¬ 
pacifist or anti-pacifist. I suggest three years' concentration on making pacifists 
of those who are not now pacifists. This Job is the only common ground we have 
within the F.O.R. The policy of concentration might also apply by having staff 
members settle down for a month or so in a given city, visiting certain colleges 
over and over again, etc., rather than one or two day stands. 

Heriqap WjlL; The budget is larger than it has been hut we have fewer people in the 
field. Our most effective work waB done when a large percentage of 
the staff worked on a subsistence level and recognized that F.O.R, staff positions 
did nd constitute long time or permanent Jobs. 

Al .ftasslsr: There is danger in too easy generalizations. The budget in large 

measure seems larger because of the inflation. The cost of printing 
Fellowship has gone up from $300 to $800 per month, and would be $1200 per month if 
we were now using the same printing establishment as five years ago. 

One-third of the Fellowship subscription list is non-F.O.R. An increasing number 
of F.O.R, groups are placing subscriptions in libraries throughout the country, and 
a recent survey has indicated that an extremely large percentage of these libraries 
send in paid renewals. Thus it is not true that we are doing nothing to reach non¬ 
pacifists. 









Pr ogram Dlaouaslon 
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J. Pasgaore Elkinton ; My worry is that salaries Have not bean raised and security 

has not been provided* (the Council meeting should not have 
been postponed, and more adequate program fat this meeting should have been set up* 
(it was later explained that the postponement was a decision not of the staff but 
of the Executive Committee, and that the staff had been in an impossible situation 
throughout almost the entire month of December; with preparations for moving of the 
office and the moving itself.) 

Someone, the Chairman or someone else, at the start of each Council meeting 
should give us a survey of the work as a whole and a summary of problems to be con¬ 
sidered at that meeting. In the Budget Committee sessions we do get that sort of 
over-all picture, and considerable attention is given to allocation of staff mem¬ 
bers 1 time, 

I agree that the main job of the F.O.E. is to convert peopla to faith in the 
power of love in all their relations. The "episodes" of reconciliation which matter 
are not those carried through by the staff but in the members' lives, 

Mark Shaw; In addition to striving to make pacifists, F,0,H. should work to create 
peace-mindedness in the mind of the general public. I think it is a 
mistake to swing too much in the direction of war resistance rather than "peace¬ 
making, " 

Albert Llvezev; We do not make at Council meetings decisions that axe worth travel¬ 
ing to New York for. However, this may be partly due bo the situa¬ 
tion in which we now find ourselves* sinea when we werb ehgaged during the war in 
the controversy about relations to NSBRO, attendance Was large ahd interest intense. 

DeVitte Wrckpff suggests more careful planning of Council schedule, with which a 
beginning was made at some recent Council meetings but which has 
not sufficiently been carried out, 

John Swomleyi The verbal spanking of the staff has been long overdue. The fact 

that we have a staff accustomed to working closely together and which 
tends to go over policy very carefully in Staff meetings preceding the Council tends 
to create this situation in which decisions have virtually already been made. The 
entire problem of lay participation in the work of the Council and Fellowship as a 
whole needs most careful attention. 

There is at present considerable questioning in the membership about the direc¬ 
tion in which we are going, (a) There is an impression that we are giving less 
weight to our religious emphasis, (b) There is a questioning whether the staff has 
anything else to suggest for action to the membership than various kinds of civil 
disobedience actions. Civil disobedience is a good thing if it is a part of an 
integrated program in which there are Other activities in which members can engage. 
At present there is among a considerable number a feeling that they are on the 
defensive if they cannot point to someone in the family engaged in tax refusal or 
non-registration. We ought to get all members working at their respective highest 
levels of participation, (c) A program of writing to Washington is not the answer 
to the question of "legislative" versus "radical" emphasis. But we cannot work 
effectively on the basis of expecting most of the membership in engage in street 
corner meetings and picketing. Because of the situation "people are not giving to 
the limit to the budget either." 
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Arthur Swift : I rejoice that there is enough concern and life to get this kind of 
serious examination. There has never been a time when the national 
and international stage was set for such effective action hy F.O.R. in bringing 
about a change in the attitude of people toward war. 

I share the concern about the problem of "democracy" in the Fellowship. The 
pattern seems to me too much that of providing a national platform for the setting 
forth of prophetic insights, rather than that of a grass roots movement. The very 
urgency which the staff feels to do a good Job may lead them to forget what the 
relationship between an employed group and the Council and Executive Committee is. 
There is danger of becoming a professionalized organization "run" by a very com¬ 
petent employed staff. The fault is not with the staff, however, but with the 
Executive Committee and the Council. We do not function enough and do not do 
enough to make the local groups active and the staff serve them rather than the 
other way around. 

The main issue in ray mind is whether our main Job is that of non-cooperation and 
resistance or the winning of the church, as in the Church and War conference project, 
to renounce war, and developing in the nation a strong movement against the "mad¬ 
ness" of war. I am often troubled about our failure to be more what our name im¬ 
plies, Fellowship of Reconciliation . Yet to have gone through two wars as a minor¬ 
ity group and not to have become "over-aggressive" ourselves may in itself be an 
achievement. 

George Houser : The staff is perhaps as much dissatisfied with the Council as vice 
versa. The trouble is with the F.O.R. as a whole. There is for 
the most part lack of vitality in local groups, and this is not essentially the 
responsibility of the staff. 

J. Passmore Elkinton : I shall always want the F.O.R. to be very much interested in 

the "concerns" which prophetic members of the staff feel, 
and I am not too disturbed over the fact that we have a staff which has powerful 
specific concerns. 

Bayard Rustin i We have to discuss the problem of the nature of the material we have 
in the F.O.R. membership and what can be done by it. Some of the 
questions arise from a feeling that we ought to be a "service" and general peace, 
etc., organization, which the AFSC is, but is this our task? 

Roy Kepler (F.O.R. member and visitor): I do not think there is an F.O.R, type; 

there are many types. As against the suggestion on the part of some 
members that F.OcR. should be more specialized, a good many others raise the 
question as to whether the F.O.R, and W.R,L., for example, should not get closer 
together. I believe the members of our peace organizations are like other people: 
they have a desire to be told what to do, are too passive, do not like to have their 
equanimity disturbed, want to be told soothing things. When they live on con¬ 
servative communities they do not vrant pacifist speakers "to go too far." 

C harles Walk er: A questionnaire sent to F.O.R. members in Philadelphia seemed to 

reveal that they wanted more attention given to the development of 
inner spiritual life; but a retreat had to be cancelled because not enough enrolled. 
When the employed secretary did field work and speaking, it occurred to him that his 
Job was to get F.O.R, members to do this work, but there was little response to the 
effort to bring this about. Perhaps our greatest need is to avoid the temptation to 
despair and to be ready when opportunity does come, as it certainly will. 
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Mark Shaw suggests a careful study as to why it is that Christians go to the com¬ 
munion service and speak about love and turn around to support war and 
war preparations. Twenty-five leading ministers might be asked to take the guiding 
principles of Delaware and find out whether their members really accept those prin¬ 
ciples and also whether they were aware of the extent to which they have or have 
not been observed by church and nation. 

Caleb Foote questions whether it is worth while devoting too much energy to trying 
to activate old members, suggests getting in new material. 

A. J. Muste is convinced that the important problems are not in the field of atten¬ 
dance at National Council meetings (attendance at Executive Committee 
meetings during the past year has shown a decided improvement, mainly because new 
younger members brought in) or relation between National Council and staff. The 
important problems lie deeper and involve us all, National Council, staff, and 
membership. It is a fact that we have never thought through these problems, though 
such discussions as we have had occur at almost every Council meeting; that there is 
perhaps no fully satisfactory answer for some o of them, vdiich perhaps makes for a 
tendency for us to take our own frustrations/on each other in such discussions as 
this. Some of the basic problems are: 

1. F.O.R. has a very wide spread of members from those whose membership involves 
very little personal commitment and/or organizational support of F.O.R, all the way 
to those who hold a very radical pacifist position or in any case lead deeply 
devoted and sacrificial lives and may also devote considerable time to F.O.R. work 
as such. Do we want to remain thus inclusive? If we do, we must accept the 
limitations this involves. If not, then vfcat is the basis of membership to be7 

2. We have always insisted that F.O.R. is ultimately a fellowship rather than 
an organization, have urged members to do their work for pacifism in their homes, 
churches, etc., and not necessarily as part of an organized F.O.R. program. Do 
we or do we not want to change this emphasis? 

3. What should the pacifist witness be in this age? What is the distinctive 
task(s) of the F.O.R.? 

a. ) The meaning and Importance of our "religious" basis. The question 
Norman Whitney mentioned at Thursday's meeting as to whether F.O.R. should be 
specifically "Christian" or inclusively "religious?" 

b. ) Should we concentrate mainly on developing "peace-mindedness" among large 
numbers of people or on developing more radical pacifists both in the sense of re¬ 
quiring or seeking a deeper commitment from members, more sacrifice, affiliation to 
cells; and in the sense of a more radical orientation politically, a less conven¬ 
tional or middle-class life, readiness to engage in civil disobedience, etc. If it 
is desirable to combine the tv© types of membership and activity, as we have 
attempted in recent years, how can this be done so as to get maximum results and 
maintain a genuine sense of unity in the membership? 

c. ) Is our main function "reoonoiliation" or "resistance," and itfhat do these 
words mean in terms of concrete action? 
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MOTION BY CALEB FOOTE : 

1. That the Chairman appoint a five member committee to devote serious time 
between now and the May Council meeting to the problems raised in this discussion; 
the staff to be called on for information and advice but the committee to be 
definitely a Council committee. Among other things, the committee should con¬ 
sider: (a) method of running Council meetings; (b) the general program and 
orientation of F,0.B. (a full day to be devoted to the discussion of the report 
on this subject, which is to be circulated in advance); (c) provide an agenda for 
the May Council meeting* 

2. That at the meeting of the Council this evening the provisional budget for 
the first quarter of 1950 be discussed, if possible in qualitative terms, to shed 
light if possible on such problems as what is being done for the unconfirmed. 

3. The staff to be urged to take up the question of more effective concentra¬ 
tion of time and energy.

Lear Mr. Page: 

Thank you for your letter of January 13, 1950. 
We are cancelling your reservation for August 10 - 17» 1950, 
but we feel that an explanation is in order as there seems 
to have been a misunderstanding of our recent correspondence. 

To summarize the problem: Scripps had been 
tentatively held for a conference which required clearance 
before releasing to your group. It was our intention to 
convey to you in our letter of January 6 that it was .per¬ 
fectly agreeable for us to have you use Hill Top rooms as 
double rooms as far as you liked. We, apparently, failed 
to make this point clear. It also appears we overlooked 
the fact that you would need four more double rooms if all 
facilities were used as double rooms, but it was our 
impression a portion of the group would be hapuy in triple 
rooms - those not involving married couples. 

As many of the Asilomar committee and staff 
know your work and appreciate your purposes, we regret 
that your 1950 conference with us is impossible. We hope 
that your 1951 conference is possible, and, for your 
protection at this point, we shall set aside Scripps 
House for your use in August 1951* If you wish we can 
apply your deposit upon the 1951 date instead of 1950 *

Dear Mr. Kirby Page; 

Having had to miss your first meetings at Alhambra Methodist 
Church, I was very glad to be able to attend last Tuesday’s. I want 
to talk with you and raise some questions on some of the points 
raised, so am taking the liberty of writing to you. I know you 
are a very busy man, but I do hope you will bear with me, as I do 
wish we could get to the truth on information about Russia. 

Taking first your reference to the welfare and living stand¬ 
ards of the People of Russia- haven't you realized that the welfare 
of the citizens of U 3 s R is far above ours, that the living 
standards are rising by leaps and bounds as they produce more? 

And you talk of the U.S. helping to sl|k>wly raise their standards.

fellow countrymen may have as much as themselves? 

"Democracy" means democracy there, and no people are oppressed 
and hindered from attaining the beet the world has , ( or citizenship 
and equal rights) because of race, creed or colofr- There are no 
starving, no unemployed, no aid- age suffering, no children without 
education, good diet anti dr cent living quarters. Their scientists 
are not ignorant, nor are they tied to a system that makes them 
produce for Warfare instead of Welfare. Our scientist® realize 
the worth of the Soviet Scientists, and they are rebelling against 
being used by and for imperialism. 

Why should the USSR travel Right? What has she to gain on the 
Right? But if We don't begin to learn the Truth here the"Right" 
will kill us all, not only by War, there are those already calling 
for a large reduction in population, which will only lead to a 
"bigger and better" Buchenwald, for we always have things "bigger 
and better". And A Bill introduced in Congress for a Concentration 
Camp shows the tread of thought. 

I expected to hear the Truth from your lips- but either you 
do not know or you do not care to tell the people. 

When you speak of the "Iron Curtain" you are quoting Mr. . Truman 
and the monopoly press . Don't you know the iron curtain was invented 
by Mr. Churchill and Mr. Truman at Fulton Mo.? And the iron curtain 
is not for Russia to keep us from seeing, but for the Imperialists 
of Britian and U.S. to keep the Common People of our countries from 
seeing the truth of what goes on in USSR. 

When you speak of it being a Dictatorship, why Bon't you 
tell the people that the Dictatorship is the Dictatorship of the 
People. Why do you spread the Press lies that one man and his small 
group hold dictator powers? Or don't you know the truth? 







Your summary of the Atom Bomb Controversy was good as faifas it 
went. Why not impress upon the people that the USSR doesnot accept 
the Baruch Plan for it would put all power in the hands of U.S. 
who dominates the U.U. and they want to use Atomic Energy for industry 
and not War- and that is exactly what our Capitalists do not want- 
"They" do not fear what USSR does with the Atom Bomb but "They" are 
scared stiff.of what she is doing with Atomic Energy. The U.S. will 
not get atomic energy in industry until DuPont gets the monopoly. 

Why, .in your description of what could be clone in China’s 
rivers, didn't you tell the people that is exactly what USSR is doing 
with the Ob and Yenesie Rivers of the North, on a larger scale than 
you described for China- that their project opens two Vast areas 
that have never been cultivated- AND they are‘ using atomic energy? 

You did very little to quiet the fears of people about the USSR 
wishing to attack us.

If you -knew the truth T believe you would see that she is not 
forcing the governments of Eastern Europe but rather supporting 
them against the Capitalists of those countries supported by the 
Capitalists of the U.S. 


^You said FEAR is what is making us plan for War- Fear of the 
terrible out come of War should make us compromise and do all in 
our power to prevent War. Our Capitalists and Militarists look no 
farther than the ends of their noses. When we go to War with the 
Socialist half of the World we will not have very much of the other 
half on our side and Capitalism rings its death knell ,as£ 

Capitalists pretend to fear Russian aggression, but they only 
lust for profits and fear the People, therefore they must do every¬ 
thing to keep.our people ignorant of what is going on in the Social¬ 
ist half. They follow Hitler's course in all things and the bigger 
the lie A the more, they believe,it will be accepted. 

Let us pray,not that God be on our side, but that we be on 
God's side. 


Why should we want a glorified Marshall Plan? when the one we 
have is ruining the countries who are under it-rinstead of helping 
them? It has hindered them by interference in their internal" 
governments by the imperialist! demands- coal to those who live by 
producing coal, wine to wine producing countries etc. and the prohib¬ 
ition of trade between European Marshall Plan countries. And DEATH 
to all those who wish Freedom and Liberty for their nation. If we 
really wanted to help why didn't we keep UNRRA which was doing a 
marvelous job^ 

Why does the U.S. no longer support any democratic people- 
only governments of facisra against their own liberty loving people? 

Do you think that the group of rulers in U.S. will do better under 
U.N. or a Federal World Government? Net if they have any say in it 
at alii 










Haven't you noticed that the vetoes used by USSR in U.W. have been 
on the side of right and justice? Can we remain a Christian 
nation and continue to block all things Christian just because the 
USSR suggests them? Do people consider thej^ajptheists therefore 
incapable of the same thoughts and feelings as Chritians? 

First- no matter what the religion or non-religion they are 
free to personally believe as they please, they have a high regard 
for all things morally right and their minds are free to recognize 
truth wherever it is found. That is a great contrast to citizens 
of the U.S. 

When scripture was quoted my friend wished to quote the passage 
about Christ, "He stirreth up the People", so he was crueified. 

Today those who try to show the truth to^the-people are persecuted 
and crusified. You're little bit of red-baiting prevented a full 
audience participation for I know there were several persons there 
wishing to join the discussion and ask questions but felt there was 
no use. 

Please do not tell the people that^/ve donot know what Russia 
is doing! There are many ways of finding out even in spite of the 
Churchill's and Truman's iron curtain. Have you heard such people 
as Trade Unionists and Youth Delegates who have gone to Europe 
to attend recent Peace meetings? Have you seen some of the moving 
pictures they took?

The American people are deeply Indebted to those who are responsible for 
bringing into the open the fact that the Administration is seriously contemplating 
the manufacture of hydrogen bombs, a thousand times more destructive than the bombs 
which ravaged Hiroshima and Nagasaki, If this step had been taken without the 
knowledge of the people and without thorough public discussion, any claim that we 
still have a responsible and democratic government would henceforth have been a 
mockery. 

As things now stand, an awful responsibility rests upon every citizen. All 
of us now share in the decision to be taken and will be held accountable before God 
and by future generations. We earnestly plead that there be no effort to hurry the 
decision, but adequate time for reflection and discussion, and above all for prayer 
for divine guidance. We trust that all the information relevant to this discussion 
will be placed before the people by the political leaders and the scientists who 
are in possession of the facts. 

Among vast multitudes in many parts of the world the moral prestige of the 
United States suffered a heavy blow when by a unilateral decision this nation 
launched atomic warfare on Hiroshima and Nagasaki in 1945, We are convinced that 
the moral standing of our country, especially among the masses of Asia and Africa, 
will be undermined almost beyond repair if we now proceed by another unilateral 
decision to launch the terror of hydrogen bombs on the world. Common sense sug¬ 
gests that the United States can ill afford to suffer such further loss of prestige 
at -this time. 

At the same time it is now clear that the idea that defense and security can 
be gained through atomic armament is a delusion. The atomic bomb did not bring 
safety. If we now proceed by another unilateral decision to engage in a super- 
atomic bomb race and then in a race of still deadlier weapons, this can only 
represent further investment in insecurity. 

The very least that can be done in these circumstances is for our government 
to make a serious effort to resolve outstanding differences with the Soviet Union 
and to seek an agreement for international control of weapons of mass destruction, 
and speedy general disarmament.

Ultimately it is to the austere challenge 
of the moral law and to the Word of God, rather than to the counsels of worldly 
prudence, that the spirit of man, and especially of youth, responds. It is this 
challenge and this Word that men are waiting to hear.

THE HYDROGEN BOMB 

By far the most startling of recent developments, from the viewpoint of pacifists 
and peace-lovers In general, is President Truman's decision that our nation 
proceed in quantity production of the hydrogen bomb. The potentialities of 
this dread weapon have not as yet been accurately computed. Rut it is known to 
be many tines more powerful than the original atom bombs which were dropped on 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki; and conservative estimates rate it several times stronger 
than the strongest atom bomb constructed since the wrecking of the two Japanese 
cities. Our making of the hydrogen bomb is of course designed as a measure to 
"keep the peace”. But will it have that effect?, especially if it sets off an 
armaments race between Russia and ourselves in the rost destructive weapons ever 
known?

Opens Series '| 
At Trinity 

Dr.- Kirby Page, foreign affairs 
expert and lecturer, opened his 
series of four weekly discussion 
conferences on '"Taking Jesus 
Seriously in World Affairs'* in 
Trinity Methodist church last 
night, when he spoke to a dinner 
meeting of more than 100 per¬ 
sons and later in the evening ad¬ 
dressed a second church gather¬ 
ing of nearly 300 listeners. 

Rev. Harry Thomas, pastor of 
the Church of the Brethren, acted 
as chairman of the discussion 
periods at which Dr. Page spoke 
on '*What On Earth Is God Doing 
Now?" and “If Civilization Is to 
Survive.** 

Tells God's Purpose 

In his first address, Dr. Page 
spoke on God's purpose of estab¬ 
lishing His Kingdom. ‘Tn work¬ 
ing out this purpose, God has 
first provided man with all the 
equipment necessary" said the 
speaker. 

“He has made man in his own 

image, endowing him with the 
faculties of intelligence, love and 
will, and He trusts us with these 
powers. But he cannot make a 
kingdom of love with puppets; 
men must be free to say yes or 
no to God's love," said Dr. Page. 

He continued; “In the universe 
the law of the harvest is inexor¬ 
able. What we sow that we shall 
reap. We are free to choose the 
seed but not the harvest. That Is 
pre-determined by the seed." 

■ ‘The world is so closely knit 
together that we cannot sow and 
reap alone. Many reap from one 
man's sowing/ 1 said Dr. Page, 
pointing out the suffering and 
destruction caused by the seed 
sown by Hitler. 

Civilisation's Hope 

Dr. Page declared civilization's 
. only hope for the Kingdom of 
God is in the fact that “God is 
trying to persuade us to the right 
use of our freedom by a su¬ 
premely personal concern for us 
individually, thus enabling us to 
quicken our thoughts, control our 
emotions, strengthen our will, be¬ 
coming coworkers with Him, 
even peacemakers," 

Before the larger gathering 
last evening, Dr. Page described 
the possibilities for freedom, 
leisure, satisfaction of needs of 
mankind and for creative growth 
“if our civilization is not de¬ 
voured by the preparation for 
war and actual conflict" 

“Fears of the American peo¬ 
ple/ 1 he said, “are based in part 
on the expansion of Russia and 
the possibility of the overthrow 
of mir government by Commu¬ 
nists. Most people believe in pre¬ 
venting these events by military 
preparations, which involve four 
factors/* he said. 

Outlines Factors 

These factors, as outlined by 
the speaker, are an armaments 
race, creation of the idea that 
there is no alternative to fight, 
influencing the latter factor by 
creating a political, economic and 
psychological cold war, and the 
preparation of battle plans. 

| “With both sides bent on the 
foregoing efforts, the law of the 
harvest decrees what the result 
will be/* said Dr, Page. “But let 
us not despair/* he said. “This 
foolishness of God Is wiser than

Dear Dr. Page : 

Please, permit me to approach you in a 
personal matter. 

Because I disagreed with the principles 
of a certain retired general,who a short time ago was 
made the President of Colorado College, I lost my posi¬ 
tion at' this College last fall. I held the rank of an 
assistant professor, and my position was supposed to be 
"permanent". Several colleagues of mine, including the 
Dean who appointed me, had to give up their positions 
too. A member of the Board of Trustees who had the .cou¬ 
rage to vote against the appointment of this general, 
was "ousted" and forced to resign as soon as the general 
took over. 

Ever since 1 found it impossible to secure 
employment at a college or university, but also in industry 
and commerce. 215 well founded applications and just as 
many rejection slips speak a rather threatening language. 

My situation is precarious, and so the 
thought occurred to me - after I had heard you again 
lecturing lately - to ask you whether you had not any ad¬ 
vice for me. I wonder whether you will not have a "lead" 
for me. I know that you are in constant touch with so many 
people both in the educational and industrial field - do 
you by chance know any one who would want to make use of 
my services ? 

Please, dear Dr. Page, give this request 
of mine your kind consideration. Perhaps I could be of 
help/ to you in your own work ? For many years I was the 
secretary of one of my beloved professors in Europe, Pro¬ 
fessor Robert Saitschick, a European sage, a man with many 
outstanding works to his credit. I used to type manuscripts 
for him, prepare them for publication; I was even his chauf¬ 
feur, liaison-officer, and general handy-maid if so required 
by the situation. His residence was and still is in Switzer¬ 
land . 

I shall be most glad to hear from you. Maybe 
your personal contact with university heads might bring 
about an "opening wedge" for me ?

In a class at Whittier College, under Dr. Dolch, we were told, ,r We are 
educated by our reactions." Here is my reaction to your speech laqt night. 

I 

You are a dynamic person, you speak with great conviction, with considerable 
fairness, and from a broad background of experience, and from a wide.know¬ 
ledge of facts. Consequently you are a very convincing speaker. However, 
you do not go as far as you could with your instruction of how to use Christian 
methods. The ordinary newspaper reporters and the commentators do a thorough 
job of name calling, and of painting Stalin and his co-workers and the Soviet 
Government as being all black. It is important to deal with facts, but those 
material *facts are not enough to deal with. As Christians we need to step 
up to the spiritual plane of life and see the Soviet leaders as they are on 
that plane of life, and tell those facts about them. The good in Stalin’s 
soul will respond to the good in our souls. Wasn’t that why Jesus was so 
successful as a teacher and as a healer? He dealt with the spiritual truth 
of the individual’s life, not with the material facts.

Here's something I wrote two years ago. "Why do the great industrialists 
produce for profit, when it would be better for humanity if they produced for 
use? Why do they encourage racial inequality? Why do they not use their 
wealth and power t.o rid the world of slums, poverty, and illiteracy? Why do 
they exploit other people and other countries? Why do they uphold the insti¬ 
tution of war, and justify it? Because THEY WERE TAUGHT A FALSE CONCEPT OF 
LIFE. The entire world is confused and deceived by the same false concept. 
Organized religion must be blamed for this, for it is perpetuating the same 
misconception of life that Jesus corrected 2,000 years ago. Consequently 
the world is conforming to this falsehood, instead of conforming to truth. 

The world’s trouble has its roots here: the Bible has been misinterpreted, 
and the authority of the church has been and is being misused." 

It’s like a murder mystery. The least suspected character, the one that 
seems to be most innocent, is finally found to be guilty. When we examine 
the political, economic, and social factors that cause war we discover that 
we have not come to the end of the mystery, and when we do unravel to the 
bitter end we do not find that even Russia is guilty, but if we are honest, 
what we do find is that the church is guilty. Why? Because it is the church 
Fathers who have mistaught us the story of creation. In Genesis two stories 
of creation are told. When correctly interpreted the first story (Genesis 







explains the true (spiritual) concept of life, whereas the second story 


(which begins with Genesis 2:6) explains the false (material) concept of life. 


Our churches teach the second story as being the basic truth of life, and it 
is this.story the world believes. Through this teaching the world has been 


given the dualistic..concept of. life——that man h§s two parts, one is h£s 
soul and the other is his body. Isn't'this the reason that the world is 
conforming to falsehoods more than it is conforming to truth? Won't our 
world be unsound, and unbalanced, as long as this continues? 

Our job is even bigger than you have outlined.

It is 
using them to recruit an army. Not 
the international army of fighting 
men with which some day the World 
Organization may be able to impose 
sanctions on an aggressor nation. 
Rather, a “peace army” of millions, 
international in character too, striv¬ 
ing in every corner of the earth to 
bind peoples together, with ties that 
are hard to break. The UN sees in 


this spontaneous upsurge of children 
a real hope, the start of a chain re¬ 
action in which adults as well as 
children may well be caught. That 
is why the great volume of letters is 
carefully read, their queries thought¬ 
fully answered by experts, who know 
how to give to the children’s will for 
peace a practical leadership. 

Recently, from Nantes in France, 
a city that suffered disaster in World 
War II, there came in the morning 
mail a batch of letters from small 
boys, eager to tell Mr. Lie about 
their imaginary magic plane, that 
circles the world constantly on friend¬ 
ship tours. The great ship—its name 
is the “Star of Nantes”—-is perhaps 
the first of the UN’s invisible fleet. 

Claude Briand, aged eleven, writes: 
“We hold school in an airplane, 
UEtoile Nantaise , which shines upon 
the world as we fly. We are all 
consuls of some nation, and we work 
for the peace of the world, trying 


to form a chain of friendship between 
all lands. We bombard the earth with 
toys and books. V ive la paix et 

roiwr 

“We are divided into three crews, 
Bleriot, Guynemer and Mermoz,” 
young Bernard Ghoblet explains. 
“Our motto is ‘Always higher, always 
faster, straight to the goal.’ ” Together 
we form the United Nations. We work 
for the prosperity of the world and 
we try to see that no war shall break 
out.” And Philippe Maugendre adds: 
“It is a magnificent white airplane 
with four motors. We also have a ma- 
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gician, Vedie, who sometimes takes 
us on trips into the past.” 

“It is a new method our teacher, 
Monsieur Gernaux, first thought of,” 
says Claude Burgaud’s letter. “We 
have held school in a plane since New 
Year’s. We learn as well as others, for 
we travel around the world. Our ship’s 
newspaper already has twenty-five 
pages, illustrated with maps and draw¬ 
ings. Our mascot is a white dog named 
Croc-blanc. I think that the new 
Rights of Man you have caused to ap¬ 
pear will be as good as those of 1789.” 

These boys of Nantes had of course 
already received the simple booklets 
the United Nations has prepared for 
young readers, describing how it tries 
to fulfill its global task of building a 
lasting peace. And they must have 
been reading the Declaration of Hu¬ 
man Rights, a document that seems 
everywhere to arouse the enthusiasm 
of young freedom-lovers. 

Mr. Lie and his aides at Lake Suc¬ 
cess are convinced that the peace 
dreams of boys and girls like those at 
Nantes can spearhead the great peace 


offensive so urgently needed in the 
world right now. For children belong 
to families—and families feel the con¬ 
tagion of ideas that excite their young 
members. Behind the children of the 
world are parents who frequently have 
been disillusioned by suffering, or 
whose minds have been warped by ig¬ 
norance, indifference, or prejudice 
against their fellow men. Through 
their small sons and daughters they 
can be reached with a brand new 
point of view. 

City of Sorrows 

Take the city of Nantes itself. If 
you will glance at your map of France, 
you will find it at the mouth of the 
Loire River, just inland from St. Na- 
zaire. The two towns almost merge 
into one great port city. Nantes, with 
its 187,000 inhabitants, is very like 
many a manufacturing center in the 
United States. There are the canning 
factories to which vegetables are 
brought by rail from the surrounding 
farms of Brittany. There are locomo¬ 


tive works, tinplate mills, oil refiner¬ 
ies. Down at the docks they are for¬ 
ever unloading American coal bound 
for factories all over France. Last 
year in the vast shipyards along the 
river they were rebuilding the famous 
French liner Ile-de-France and re¬ 
conditioning the German liner Eu- 
ropa. There was worry, too, about 
possible unemployment when these 
jobs were done. 

Today’s picture gives you barely 
a clue to the fiery hell that Nantes has 
lived through in the past decade. 
First, the Germans, occupying north¬ 
ern France, chose St. Nazaire-Nantes 
as their major submarine base. For 
eighteen months they were busy build¬ 
ing a mammoth structure of steel and 
concrete along the waterfront. Local 
resistance was met by mass shooting 
of civilians in the public square. 
Then, in September 1943, when the 
base was completed, British and 
American heavies suddenly darkened 
the sky over Nantes in wave after 
wave. Their bombs bounced off the 
massive concrete. But the workers’ 
districts behind the shipyards, and 
much of the center of the city were 
wiped out. In Nantes, 2,372 buildings 
were destroved,^fl0,623 badly dam¬ 
aged. Bombs killed more than 2,000 
persons, injured more than 3,000. The 
children of Nantes, as well as the 
grown-ups, know what war means. 

For some years there was great 
bitterness among the plain people of 
this citv. They hated not only the 
Germans, but the British and Ameri¬ 
cans as well. It was hard for them to 
understand death at the hands of their 
allies. 

Happily, all that has passed. With 
the aid of American dollars, the rub¬ 
ble has been cleared, modern housing 
has replaced the old, there’s a new 
spruceness about the town. Now the 
children are coming home from 
school talking about l’ONU— VOrgan- 
isation des Nations Unies —the United 
Nations, which is trying to prevent 
wars. 

Children, who see truth easily, are 
quick to grasp the need of joining 
hands in a worldwide effort to make 
the United Nations work. In Nantes, 
and a thousand other cities of the 
world, they are readily recruited for 
the UN army of peace.

I beg, sir, reply to my let¬ 
ter in time. Yours, Timothy-one-duy, 
Shamboni, Nigeria.” 

Another youth in Nigeria writes: 
“Dear Sir, Please send me your book 
of Unite Nation, of which I am very 
much delighted. I shall be very glad 
and thankful. Edward 0. Emetitiri, 
Ekiwia Sapele, Nigeria.” 

Still another in the Nigeria mailbag 
reads: “Sir, perhaps my letter will 
come as a saprise to you. Please 
kindly send me a picture of the United 
Natiens, for I am very interesting in it. 
I am a girl, my name is Mene U. Fa- 
kande, 12 years old, and 4 ft. 6 ins. 
tall. I want you people to send me a 
note of what you like from Abraka, 
rice or coconut. My hobbies are school, 
sports and girl scouts. Elementary 
school just a stone throw from our 
house. Compliments to people in 
United Natiens. Your friend, Mene U. 
Fakande.” 

Books, toys, a little rice or coconut 
to share. But children are sharing still 
more important things: ideas. “I want 
to know all about UNO, please send 
me information,” writes a highschool 
boy on a postcard. He is Bhaskar- 
Prahadroo Pataskar, of Jai-Hind, El- 
lichpur, India. But he could be his 
counterpart in a thousand places. 


Here’s a note from a German boy, 
living in a cellar in Berlin. He wrote 
to wish a happy New Year to the UN. 
Here is one from a youth in Israel— 
one of those who escaped the Nazi 
mass murders. Both lads are earnestly 
reaching for the idea of how to make 
peace and friendship work. Here’s a 
letter from the Anglo-Chinese Second¬ 
ary School at Kampar, Malaya—the 
“richest tin-mining district in the 
world” it proudly states. And another 
from Montreal, where the children of 
the Jewish People’s School are plan¬ 
ning to hold their own “UN Assem¬ 
bly.” There are letters from children 
that can’t be quoted to advantage, per¬ 
haps. For, as one little American girl 
confesses: “You see, I am only eleven 
years old. I can’t tell you in words 
how I like the UN. The words are 
not good enough for that.” No, but 


Flood of American Mail 

In the US, Uncle Sam will soon 
need a flock of new postoffices to take 
care of the groundswell of children’s 
letters to the UN. And the UN may 
need to add a few more experts to re¬ 
ply to the searching questions they 
pose. What has the United Nations 
really done? What is its goal? Why 
does it still use the veto? Why should 
the Big Four have more power than 
the smaller nations? Does the UN help 
children of different nations to un¬ 
derstand each other? Why is the UN 
held in the United States? 

Delegates of the fifty-nine nations 
to the UN General Assembly last au¬ 
tumn received the following commu¬ 
nication from America’s Far West. It 
was signed by one small boy as 
“scribe”—but the names of thirty- 
three other children were written be¬ 
low his. 

“Dear Representatives: Our sixth 
grade class has read about the UN 
Assembly and we want to thank you 
for the great care you are giving to 
the world. Congratulations on your 
wonderful work these last four years 
in trying to make a free world for not 
just us. We hope you can hold every¬ 
thing and keep the peace till we get 
old enough to take over. So far you 
have done very well. 

“We talk about the United Nations 
a lot and hope you can hold things 
down for ten or twelve years till we 
can get there. Won’t it be wonderful 
when somebody in our room is a rep-

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resentative? Remember, we are be¬ 
hind you and rooting for you. Con¬ 
gratulations again, and a word of en¬ 
couragement from Richard W. Fra¬ 
zier (scribe), Elementary School, Sil¬ 
ver dale, Washington.” 

In classrooms all over the earth to¬ 
day, children are reading and talking 
about the UN. Far-seeing teachers are 
manning these recruiting stations— 
but they are often amazed at the pas¬ 
sionate interest with which young vol¬ 
unteers flock to the UN banner. As an 
Arab teacher wrote concerning the 
booklets the UN sent: “Qur boys are 
happy that they hardly leave them an 
inch behind. They would love to see 
those great men who first started this 
great work.” 

What do children really get out of 
their tremendous new venture in in¬ 
ternationalism? Far more than you 
would think. A sense of belonging to 
a bigger, freer, friendlier world—the 
only basis for a real sense of security, 
perhaps, amid so much talk of war. 
Imagination—their magic plane—sets 
them down in many parts of the earth, 
creating bonds of sympathy for peo¬ 
ple they have never seen. Glance at 
the newspaper of the “Star of Nantes,” 
and you will discover that the young¬ 
sters have roamed the parks of Lon¬ 
don, and farther afield, the cities of 
China, Russia, Canada, the United 
States. The Nantes travelers had one 
harrowing incident with a tiger 
when their plane descended in a 
clearing in the jungles of India, but 
they got back to Benares safe and 
sound. More significant was their en¬ 
counter with the 11-year-old “Hindu,” 
Yves le Grand, who was rescued by 
their, great white plane. 

“You are a Hindu, a pearl fisher?” 

“Yes, and my name is Yves 16 
Grand.” 

“What were you doing on this de¬ 
serted island?” 

“I was shipwrecked, my barque 
broken to pieces on the rocks, and I 
would have been devoured by the ter¬ 
rible Condor birds without your help. 

I could hear their sharp cries and the 
batting of their wings. I was afraid 
to raise my head for fear they would 


pluck out my eyes. But where are you 
taking me in your plane?” 

“To Nantes, in France.” 

“If you wish, I will join your crew. 
I will try to help you in your mission, 
to show my gratitude.” 

“Yes, but do you know the law 
of our crew? ‘Always higher, always 
faster, straight to the goal. 5 Those 
who join us must be brave in seeking 
peace. They must not fear even death.” 

“I shall be brave unto death/’ he 
swore. 

We grasped his hand and took an 
oath that he should forever be one of 
our own family . . , 

UN Rescues Millions 

There are millions of children 
around the world who know the UN 
chiefly by the fact that it has rescued 
them. Perhaps in less dramatic fash¬ 
ion than in this incident of the “Star 
of Nantes.” Yet their gladness is every 
bit as real as that of the “Hindu” 
Yves. They will never let the UN 
down. 

In Japan, at the start of 1950, 248,- 
710 destitute boys and girls were 
given clothes for which the United Na¬ 
tions, through its International Chil¬ 
dren’s Emergency Fund (UNICEF), 
furnished the raw cotton. The Japa¬ 
nese Government paid for the process¬ 
ing, and Japanese workers contributed 
part of the labor. Almost every one of 
those youngsters sat down and wrote 
a letter; the result has been a tidal 
wave. “I shall have a happy, happy 
Oshgatsu (New Year)says the little 
girl Sachiyo Baba. “Every night I 
fold my clothes under my pillow. I am 
half crying with joy.” 

Japan’s Emperor, they say, has 
lately been deeply troubled over his 
possible moral responsibility for the 
war. But his son, the youthful Crown 
Prince Akahito, a boy in his teens, 
has his thoughts turned to the future, 
and to the tasks of peace. Under the 
guidance of his American tutor, Mrs. 
Vining, he is eagerly studying the 
UN’s Declaration of Human Rights. 

Out of the long, dark winter of 
Finland, a small boy who received a 
shoe for his only foot through the UN 


“Children’s Appeal,” wrote recently 
to wish the United Nations “a good 
Springtime,” In Helsinki, blind girls 
composed a letter in Braille. And 
Helmi Menninen of Kurenala ex¬ 
plained in simple Finnish: “Because 
of the war there has been a lack of 
food. But the United Nations has fed 
us. We receive lard, milk powder,- 
fish powder, margarine and meat. I 
give my best thanks to the United 
Nations.” 

UNICEF furnishes a million sup¬ 
plementary meals a day to children in 
Italy. It has cared for hundreds of 
thousands of boys and girls in refu¬ 
gee centers in Greece. It has flown 
streptomycin to Prague, to save Czech¬ 
oslovakian children stricken with tu¬ 
bercular meningitis. They get food in 
Czechoslovakia, too; listen to this: 

“We, the pupils of the National 
School in Prostredni Lanov, boys and 
girls, thank you. We like to drink the 
good milk and the wholesome cod liver 
oil. But most of all we look forward 
to Wednesday. On that day we receive 
some meat or lard in our bread. It is 
our big holiday. (Signed) For the 
Pupils’ Council: Jeroslava Sirova, 
Bohumil Jedlicka, Jaroslav Pochop.” 

If the “Star of Nantes” happens to 
alight at the Zerka Camp in Amman, 
just outside the borders of Palestine, 
its crew members will see hordes of 
little refugee Arabs eating and drink¬ 
ing as the UN’s guests—guests of the 
friendly peoples of the world. Or the 
plane might follow UN doctors as 
they fly to many countries, testing 
and vaccinating more millions of chil¬ 
dren against tuberculosis. If UN doc¬ 
tors have a motto, you may be sure it 
is “Ever higher, ever faster, straight 
to the goal.” 

The goal is peace—and there ought 
to be a good Springtime, with so 
many children wanting it so. Chil¬ 
dren who have made the intimate ac¬ 
quaintance of war, and killing, and 
homelessness and starvation, and yet 
can believe in universal brotherhood, 
in the notion that “freedom for all” 
must surely come true. 

Though adults may hear only the 
old dissensions and political storms, 
children ride above these, in a clear, 
clean atmosphere.

Dear friend and brother: 

You may remember that during the war you and I had some very 
pleasant contacts in connection with my work in behalf of religious 
conscientious objectors. At that time there were thousands of men giv¬ 
ing alternative service to the government. The cost of maintaining 
this service was paid by the churches. My work then was to interpret 
to the churches and church leaders the situation in respect to these 
young men. My work was coordinated through the National Service Board 
for Religious Objectors. 

It is highly possible that you have heard very little if anything 
about conscientious objectors since the close of the war. The fact is, 
however, that thousands of men have taken the conscientious objector 
stand under the Draft Act of 1948. There were 10,086 men who received 
the IV-E (conscientious objector) classification, and at the present 
time-there still are 8,739 who hold this classification. A differential 
of 1,347 men had their classifications changed because they became over¬ 
age at 26 or other reasons. Many of these men have had to seek advice 
from those familiar with the procedure and rules. At least 1,000 men 
have sought this help from the National Service Board. 

It also happens that there are many other problems which arise for 
conscientious objectors in their various relationships. Some men who 
went to prison have not yet received complete pardon and are therefore 
denied certain civil liberties. Some men apparently meet with opposi¬ 
tion because of their C.0. stand when seeking governmental and civilian 
employment. There is the problem of veterans who now take the consci¬ 
entious objector stand in relationship to certain veterans benefits. 

Of course there is the perennial matter of the relationship of consci¬ 
entious objectors to current proposed legislation as, for example, the 
Uniform Code of Military Justice and the proposal for draft extension. 
There are many other problems which conscientious objectors face. 

Because of this situation it has been necessary to maintain the of¬ 
fice of the National Service Board for Religious Objectors in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. A'staff is busily at work at 941 Massachusetts Avenue, N.W. 
Washington 1, D.C. on these matters. At least 41 religious denomina¬ 
tions and agencies are now affiliated with the Consultative Council of 
the National Service Board, It happens that the Board faces a deficit 
of 4>2,500 for the fiscal year just ended, A very small gift from each 
of the persons with whom I had contact during CPS days would more than 
wipe out this defict. I wonder if you could ask some church or peace 
agency with which you are connected if they would be willing to

make a contribution toward this deficit; or perhaps you personally are 
in a position to make such a gift.

The little journal "In Fact" briefly re¬ 
views L F. Stone's book "Business as 
Usual", and quotes its author as saying: 

You cannot fight an anti-Fascist war 
under the leadership of men who do 
not hate Fascists. You cannot take men 
who wear Hitler medals and create an 
anti-Fascist general staff of them. The 
preferences of most dollar-a-year men 
were clear enough. They were more in¬ 
terested in weakening democracy at home 
than in resuscitating it abroad. They 
provoked strikes by paying low wages 
—and then called for bayonets to end 
them. They shut their eyes to shortages 
of raw materials at home while they 
shipped oil, copper, steel and other war 
materials tv our enemies. 


And then the editor of "In Fact", George 
Seldes, goes on to say, pungently: 

Both Italian Fascism and German 
Nazism came into power through blood¬ 
shed and terrorism. Mussolini and Hit¬ 
ler personally ordered^ mu rders commit¬ 
ted. Both engagea mvwars against de¬ 
fenseless people. Nevertheless t thousands 
of American congressmen, business lead¬ 
ers and writers acclaimed both of them 
even after they had committed murder. 
Many of these persons are still Fascists, 
although they may be shouting patriot¬ 
ism in the press and the halls of Con¬ 
gress.

As a recent arrival In this city, mj wife and I have been visiting 
various local congregations in our search for a church hone chile we are 
resident here. As our memberships have been active In a Methodist Church 
in another city for many years, it is to he expected that we would visit 
Dauphin Way Church. We attended this past Sunday, 19 torch. 

We were Impressed by the fine attendance. We were pleased to note 
that your Church seems ready to face facts, and attempt to settle problems, 
no natter how unplea sent or controversial they nay be. These are signs of 
a living church, it suggests leadership. 

We were Interested In the presentation of Dr. Kirby Page, detailing 
the unpleasant facta before us, We were Impelled to attend the afternoon 
meeting at torpfoy High School to learn the solution he had to offer. It 
is the data presented in this afternoon session that has caused such unrest 
In my mind that I feel I must write this letter. 

At both meetings, it seemed apparent that you had a primary interest 
In presenting Dr. Pngs to his Mobile audiences. 1 do not have readily avail* 
able Dr. Plages current address, therefore address this letter to you, and 
furnish you an extra copy which you esn forward to Dr. Page, if you feel 
so inclined. 

The facte Dr. Page presented are harsh. Wo thinking nan can honestly 
avoid feeing these facts. The forecasts Dr. Page presented are reasonable. 
But any future projection la subject to error. In this instance, there 
seems to be no reason to question his major pAlnts, If war comes, and avail* 
able weapons are used, many, irony people will die, and terrible damage will 

be wrought, the extent and effects of which can only be conjectured. By pest

experience, our present National Policy suggest* war will noire likely result 










(fan wlU peace* However our present Rational Policy has bow set by *w 
duly «mtharlsed l*itoi ( and Is presumably based on the lnfornetlon they 



have, and Is imMaral psaa assr y for our National Safety. Nhether It Is 
a Christian course has not bean date indued* No sincerely pr ese nt ed alterna¬ 
tive has found widespread acceptance.

On the bails of what Dr* Page did present, I register no exception* 
Ixoepticn can be made to Dr. Pa gee failure to compare like Items*, he charted 
a future course of probabilities, end took exception to the policy that bred 
the probabilities, Re than suggested an alternative policy, and stopped. 

He did not project the probable results of hla policy. He coupe rod reality 
against a dress of Utopia. Ha did not tall of the probable painful road we 
would travel before ilia Christian ideal vac reached. 

Fortunately the probable re suite of the Ansricpn Nation following 
the Christian policy advocated by Dr. Page can be ea precisely forecast as 
) t can the probable results of our present National policy*. Both projections 



are based on our past experience. 

First, the Coanmlst ideology would penetrate our Government thru 
goon tactics, terror polities, and usurpation. Methods clearly demonstrated 
in other lands* Secondly, all reactionaries, (those whose strong beliefs 
contrary to Conmmist Ideology 3>'ke then troublesome) would be dispatched 
in Whatever method suggested itself. Third, the opportunists waild Inf 11* 
tr' te every level of our life, to ensure the purity of enr thtmgbt end ectidn 
The Russians have never felled to exploit every weakness their probings have 
discovered in the pest. Can ws seriously believe they will neglect such 
openings in tills ease? It is doubtful If direct armed attack would ever be 
required, however it would be need if air morel strength gave promise of suc¬ 


cessfully codbetlng their In filtration*

Dr, Pag* has suggested that thru prayer we eon alter the character 
of the Conwnlsts and gala the strength to counter their strength, whether 
we are a r ea d with the weapons of Ben or not. Perhaps In the fullness of 
time this is so. But Cowmmlsn has absorbed Christian areas in the resent 
past without apparent resistance, and the degree of absorption suggests 
martyrdom for sincere Christians* It is to be hoped that these Christians 
did not succumb without prayer* If God has failed to penetrate the hearts 
of these men so far. In their pride and vainglory over miner hard won vic¬ 
tories j is It probable that when their hearts are swollen with exultation 
over a success as great as our submission would tarnish, that there would 
than be roost for Hln? Is it possible that they would credit their victory 
to the true Source which gave it? Is it reasonable that the Masters of 
Russia would turn from the course of terror which has become innate within 
them and seek God*s grace in proper humility at such a time? Hot on their 


pest record. And past records were the bases of ^faults wttfe “ihae fr esar 
wws noted by Dr. Page In speaking of our present policy. 

I agree with Dr. Page that war seems inevitable on the course we 
presently follow. It seems reasonable that if we follow Dr. Pages eugeatsd 
course we will avoid HasB Atonic Warfare. Note I specify that we will only 
avoid "Mass Atonic Warfare*. It is probable that in their final drive for 
template domination it will be unnemesaary for the Russians to utilise many 
n A N Bombs. Whan we have submittedjlittle organised real stance would be pos~ 
aible for the remaining people not yet absorbed. 

He will not avoid wer tho, in Its absolute sense. What is Wart Is 
it not the strife of one man against another. War la personal as well as 
Impersonal. Is not Russia constantly at war with her own peoples? Is it 
not this vary personal war that causes us such apprehension whan ws regard 
Communism? And what persons doss the Communist State war against? Is it 










not the men of spirit that draws their wrath? Ia it not the parson who sin¬ 
es rely differs in thought and deed fro® Communist thought and dead who finds 
himself at war with them? Is not Christianity at variance with Communism? 
Would not the sincere Christian therefore find himself at war with the Com¬ 
munists as long as both lived? Granted that beyond this physical life the 
rival Communist doss not exist, it is the disposition of this physical life 
whieh wo are discussing at the moment* For as true Christians we eculd all 
embark on a great unarmed erusade against the infidel, sail to Europe, and 
assault the Iron Curtain in peace and love* In so doing we. would possibly 
assure our own salvation, but it is doubtful if a large enough body of eueh 
true Christians would bo found to seriously weaken the physios 1 strength Of 
the United States, and a "Mass Atomic War" would still seen probable, unless 
our efforts would sufficiently impress the Kremlin. 

In either event tho, for a Crusade, or for a "Beaee In Our Tims" drive 
for the United States, about the same hard eon of. true Christians would be 
available* In the "Peace in Our Time* drive the true Christians would be 
Joined by every Rad, and by well meaning non-enltles; by parsons with gen¬ 
uine purpose, and by persons merely fleeing from the other alternatives; 
and such confusion might exist that the national canoe and the Christian 
cause would both perish. In the Crusade, the very obvious peril would limit 
the participants to those who truly believed in such a course. The major 
reason for pointing up the difference in method is to clarify the intent of j 
those who sponsor this program. In either method the same true Christians 
are available to ensure the suceess of tho method. In one Instance they 
will be Joined by many not devoted to their cause, but who have some ulterior 
reason for Joining. In the other instance the true Christians will stand 
alone. The prayers of the true Christians will be the only effective method 
and tool in either program. Let us not defile it by ignorance and confusion.

The Christian religion exists because Christ willingly delivered 
himself up to his enemies and submitted to their summary dispatch. Many 
believers willingly followed in his path and lost their lives that they 
night in truth live. Martyrs. But to be a Martyr, and to truly earn Grace 
one must know dearly the path he follows, the probable pitfalls and snares, 
and be billing to follow this trail because he sincerely believes it is neces¬ 
sary and proper and right to do so. Those who stumble along s proffered trail 
in blind fright from some other dreadful fate do not earn Grace by merely 
dicing ae a result of such travel. They are merely sheep in an abatoire. 

Taking the long range view, I personally agree with Dr. Page that his 
suggested course could be the true Christian approach. It also seems pos¬ 
sible that our present course is predicated on the a in of pride and selfish¬ 
ness. lie resist the Communists because they represent a threat to our free- 
\ <3om end possessions. We reasonably believe that Communism would restrict 
our privileges, confiscate our possessions, and channel our activities against 
'( our will. It is obvious that a thorough Atomic War would probably bring bhe

same result. 
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It is possible that the Martyrdom of our entire nation for the Grace 
of all Mankind would have such an incalculable effect on the Human Race that 
the day of the Kingdom of God on Earth would he immeasurably advanced. No 


v other Theology could present such a magnificent example of true unselfishness. 
^ v The martyrdom of a comparative handful of early Christians has given the 
JM* A Church 2,000 years of life. The martyrdom of an entire nation for His sake 
should cause cur Beliefs to spread to all peoples for all time. Chins has

demonstrated that the conquered can assimilate the eonqueror. America might 
absorb the Buseian| Christianity might absorb Conmunlsm. Both might in the 
fullness of time be bettered by their temporary eclipse j some of the impur- c 
ities might be turned away in the fires.

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Yes, the course of action advocated by Dr. Page could be the true 
Christian course, and it could be the proper course for this Nation, If this 
nation seeks to further the Kingdom of God on Earth. Does Dr. Page present 
sufficient Information, that all hearers would clearly understand what such 
a course of action would mean to each individual here? On the basis of what 
I heard Sunday, Dr. Page does not* I do not accuse Dr. page of bed faith, 
but he mentioned that the Pulpit in general was timid, because its message 
would not be popular with its hearers* Dr. Fags obviously realises that if 
all his hearers elearly understood his message it would net be widely received. 
His many references to the chances of loosing one*a life in following his pro¬ 
gram leads me to believe Dr. Page understands the probable ftall course that 
would be sun if once we embarked on the pr o g ram he advocates* 

As a citizen of this Ration, it is my duty to examine each program 
presented to me to be sure of its genuine value. To be sure that those who 
would lead, lead well. I hope sene day that I can transfer ay allegiance 
properly from narrow Nationalism to broader Internationalsia, where all men 
can live together in peace and plenty without strife. 

I also hops that I can be called a Christian. I know full well, that 
there le more to life then is available on this earth. I hope to pass fron 
this lif e to eternal life, and continue ever onward as that Spirit say direst. 

We need leaders imbued with the Christian spirit to lead us in the 
trials we face bare* We must be sure that such leaders do in truth lead ua 
correctly. Dr. fhga nay be such a leader, but if he is to lead us correctly 
he net explain hie program more fully. So far he has not said enough.
